OUR BEST THINKING 


There are few people who have not had the experience 
of doing what they consider “their best thinking” in the 
middle of the night, as they lie relaxed, mulling things 
over. They go over the incidents of the previous evening 
perhaps, and can think of the most flashing repartee, the 
most captivating quips which they might have made—but 
unfortunately did not. The absolutely “right” reply comes 
to them in ajl its brilliance, as they lie stretched out in 
bed, when the occasion is over and it’s too % late. 

Being for the most part modest people, they have laugh¬ 
ed off this common experience as probably being a sort of 
hallucination. They doubt if these supposedly clever bed- 
lime thoughts would stand up^against the cold light of 
day, and they make no effort to recall them or conserve 
them. 

But it seems that fhere is real physiological authority 
for this theory that man does his best thinking when 
stretched out horizontally with his head about level with 
his feet. Scientific tests have been made to prove that 
answers come more quickly and more accurately when the 
observed is in this position than when standing upright. 
The blood stream feeds his brain more vigorously, 
resulting in quickened mental action. 

This opens up new justification for apparently lazy hab¬ 
its. The man who likes to get his feet up on the desk is 
merely doing right by his brain cells. The individual who 
has the lying down habit, is no doubt encouraging a much 
brighter line of thinking than if he or she were tearing 
round afoot.
